The process of etching- on brass for signs. 
—Paint the sign with asphalt varni6h, leaving 
the parts to be etched unpainted, raise a border 
around the outside, made of soft beeswax or 
asphalt, to hold the acid. Use nitric acid di- 
luted with five times the quantity of water. 
Pour the dilute acid on to the sign about one- 
quarter inch deep. When the letters are cut 
deep enough, which must be found by trial, 
the acid may be poured off and the plate cleaned 
by heating and wiping, and finally with tur- 
pentine. 

To clean glass that has been run onto with 
colors while doing the frames. — First take a 
sbarp^edged putty-knife, but one which has no 
nicks or ridges on the edge ; cut the paint off 
as low as you can without scratching the glass ; 
after you have done so, take a little turps and 
oil with some fine pumice-stone ; have it about 
as fine as rotten stone ; rub the places just hard 
enough to lift the balance of the color, then 
clean off with rag and soap, wash and polish 
with a cotton rag or newspaper. 

It is a fact not well known that native sul- 
phate of baryta is an active poison to rats, 
mice and dogs. It is not easy to explain its 
action, considering its extreme insolubility ; 
but, mixed with lard, it is readily eaten by 
them. This being the case, the question sug- 
gests itself, whether it might not replace the 
more dangerous poisons now so much used for 
this purpose, and do away with the risk attend- 
ing them.

When thoroughly dry the 
plain side can be printed upon in the way oil- 
cloths are manufactured, without injury to the 
face. A coat of mineral oil, to finish with, gives 
the material a dead, leathery aspect.

A syndicate of capitalists from Boston, 
Mass., are about to engage in the manufacture 
of book cloth on Staten Island under a new 
process, the invention of Mr. Edward Steers, 
of West Brighton. Two buildings will be 
erected, one 150 feet by 50 feet, and one 30 feet 
by 50 feet, which will be ready by early spring. 
The cloth to be made by the new company will, 
it is said, stand washing, and is not affected by 
heat or cold. 

Cork cutting: is one of the industries in which 
machinery is not yet able to produce the finest 
kind of work. Machines have been construc- 
ted which turn out about 2,000 corks an hour, 
but they are useless for the cutting of the finer 
varieties. A skillful cork cutter can produce 
from 1,500 to 2,000 corks a day, his only tools 
being two sharp knives with broad blades.
